A VOCAL critic of 
Newmarket’s con¬ 
troversial Clock- 
tower junction re¬ 
vamp has admit¬ 
ted: “I was wrong”. 

Cllr Bill Burch, a 
former mayor of New¬ 
market, had predicted 
that Suffolk County 
Council’s £600,000 
road safety scheme 
and its unpopular ball 
sculptures, would 
cause traffic chaos. 

But as the town council 
dropped its plans to ask 
the county council to rep¬ 
lace the 12 balls, imported 
from China at a cost of 
nearly £1,000 each, with a 
feature relating to the 
town’s horseracing indus¬ 
try, he told a meeting of 
councillors that he has 
now accepted that the new 
roundabout works and the 
county council has “done a 
grand job”. 

However Cllr Burch said 
he still did not like the 
controversial stone balls 
on the roundabout which 
have been the subject of a 
campaign to have them 
removed. 

More than 1,200 people 
joined a campaign group

on the Facebook social 
networking website and 
nearly 500 have signed a 
petition on the 10 Down¬ 
ing Street website against 
the sculptures. 

As well as agreeing to 
drop the town council’s 
own campaign by a maj¬ 
ority vote, with just three 
against, councillors on 
Monday also agreed to end 
support for a public pet¬ 
ition opposing the balls. 

The town council’s com¬ 
munity services group rec¬ 
ommended backing camp¬ 
aigns against the balls 
earlier this month, after 
complaints from racehorse 
trainers and the Save His¬ 
toric Newmarket Group. 

But now councillors 
have accepted a recom¬ 
mendation from Cllr Jon- 
athan Richer to thank the 
county council for “a very 
pleasing open space redev¬ 
elopment that has also got 
traffic moving”. 

Members also said that 
they “look forward” to a 
promised review of the 
work - and the balls - in six 
months.

The highly-trained animals 
are regular visitors to the town 
on bank holiday weekends 
when nightclubs and late- 
licence pubs are busy 

Chief Inspector Michael 
Holdsworth, police comm¬ 
ander for the Forest Heath 
district, said: “Thousands of 
visitors come to Newmarket 
for the Guineas, and we want 
them all to enjoy their day at 
the races and their evening 
afterwards. 

“This weekend is the busiest 
of the year for the town, and 
the City of London horses are 
always given a great reception 
from locals and visiting 
racegoers alike. 

“The officers will be on hand 
to give assistance and 
reassurance, and to deal firmly 
with any disorder.” 

The Western Suffolk Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership is 
paying for the horses to visit 
the town as they are not cover¬ 
ed by the normal Suffolk police 
budget.

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‘Huge thanks’ of 
crash boy’s family

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THE parents of a boy hit 
by a car have spoken of 
their gratitude for the 
help given by motorists 
and passers-by 

Sam Burrows, nine, had 
blood gushing from a cut head 
after he was involved in a 
collision with a car after step¬ 
ping into the road outside his 
home in Exning Road, 
Newmarket. 

But almost immediately 
members of the public came to 
his aid. And his parents, Claire 
and Will Burrows, contacted the 
Weekly News to pass on their 
heartfelt gratitude. They have 
even thanked the car driver 
who they do not blame for the 
accident. 

Sam, a pupil at Newmarket’s 
St Louis Primary School and 
one of five children, escaped 
without any broken bones and 
was allowed home after spend¬ 
ing more than four hours at 
Addenbrooke’s hospital follow¬ 
ing the collision with a Ford 
Mondeo car at about 1.20pm 
on Saturday. 


The road was closed for 
about 45 minutes while emer¬ 
gency services were at the 
scene. 

Mr Burrows said Sam’s head 
dented the car’s bonnet and the 
impact catapulted him along 
the road. 

“Although he is bruised and 
has suffered whiplash, he was 
incredibly lucky,” said Mr 
Burrows. 

Mrs Burrows added in a letter 
to the Weekly News: “We hear so 
much news these days about 


how terrible society is, that I 
wanted to reassure people that 
there will always be wonderful 
‘normal’ people who will be 
there to help when you most 
need them. 

“Within seconds of being hit, 
my son Sam was surrounded by 
people helping in whatever way 
they could. One lady stopping 
his head from gushing, another 
on the phone to the police, 
others directing traffic, others 
offering to care for my other 
children. 


“Within minutes the calm, 
reassuring faces of the ambul¬ 
ance team took over my son’s 
care and I didn’t even notice 
that the police had arrived and 
cleared the whole area. Dr Paul 
Silverston was there as well and 
followed us to hospital to make 
sure everything was okay. The 
doctors and nurses in Adden¬ 
brooke’s were also fantastic. 
Everyone was so thorough, 
thoughtful and kind. 

“The poor man who had 
knocked Sam down was obv¬ 
iously very upset but I would 
like everybody to know that he 
probably saved my son’s life. 
Because he was driving at a 
sensible speed Sam came out of 
the situation very sore but alive. 

“I am certain that Sam didn’t 
see the car and stepped right 
into its path. Had the driver 
been going faster he would 
most certainly have killed him. 
Because of him I still have my 
son to hug.” 

She added: “I know that my 
son’s guardian angel was work¬ 
ing especially hard on Saturday 
but there were many other 
angels at work that day, too. My 
family and I would like to say a 
huge thank you to them all.” 
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‘New homes could 
harm horseracing’ 


TOP racehorse 
trainers packed a 
council meeting to 
hear a debate over 
plans for up to 
1,640 new homes 
in Newmarket. 

Among those at the 
town council meeting 
on Monday were some 
of the racing industry’s 
leading figures inc¬ 
luding Henry Cecil, 
Luca Cumani, John 
Gosden and James 
Fanshawe. 

Trainers fear that big 
new housing develop¬ 
ments could cause a 
decline in the town’s 
importance as the 
historic home of horse¬ 
racing. 

They heard coun¬ 
cillors decide to oppose 
a core strategy doc¬ 
ument drawn up by 
Forest Heath District 
Council which prop¬ 
oses that the new 
homes are built bet¬ 
ween 2010 and 2031. 

The trainers’ views 
are supported by Jock¬ 
ey Club Estates and 
racehorse auctioneers 
Tattersalls. 

Their views put them 
in opposition to race¬ 
horse owner Lord 
Derby who is wants 
1,200 of the new homes 
to be built on land he 
owns at Hatchfield 
Farm, between the A14 
and Fordham Road. 

Adrian James, of 
Cambridge-based 
planning consultants 
Barton Wilmore, put 
the case against the 
new homes on behalf 
of Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation and the 
Save Historic New¬ 
market action group. 

He said there was no

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need for the extra 
homes to be built at 
Hatchfield until after 
2021 because there was 
already outstanding 
planning permission 
for other new homes. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
who chairs the town 
council’s development 
and planning comm¬ 
ittee, said the number 
of homes proposed as 
part of Forest Heath 
District Council’s strat¬ 
egy for the next 25 
years had more than 
doubled since previous 
consultation exercises 
in 2006 and 2008. 

He said an objection 
to the strategy docu¬ 
ment could only be 
considered on legal 
grounds and if the new 
proposals were “un¬ 
sound”. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, a 
former mayor, argued 
that the district and 
town councils had al¬ 
ways acted to protect 
the horseracing indus¬ 
try. 

But he said there was 
a need for new homes 
and the developments 
could be acceptable if it 
was carefully planned. 

“We should not be 
planning for short¬ 
term popularity,” he 
said. 

The council voted to 
oppose the strategy on 
grounds that it is “un¬ 
sound”. 

Councillors will seek 
professional advice on 
how to express their 
views for submission 
by the June 5 closing 
date for comments. 


Meeting aims to cut 
junction air pollution 


RESIDENTS and bus¬ 
inesses have been 
invited to help reduce 
air pollution around a 
busy road junction. 

A drop-in infor¬ 
mation session is to be 
held at Newmarket’s 
Memorial Hall on May 
16 by Forest Heath 
District Council which 
is drawing up an action 
plan to tackle excess 
nitrogen dioxide levels 
in the area around the 
High Street and Old 
Station Road in the 
town. 

An Air Quality Man¬ 
agement Area (AQMA) 
has been declared for 


the area - one of just 
four in Suffolk - a 
national designation 
that indicates poor air 
quality which needs to 
be tackled. 

The council is con¬ 
sulting with the health 
trust for Suffolk and 
has launched a det¬ 
ailed investigation into 
the problem - believed 
to be the result of 
traffic fumes. 

Businesses and peo¬ 
ple living in the area 
have been sent a leaflet 
and an invitation to the 
session, which will be 
staged between 11am 
and 3pm on May 16.

County councillors Bill Sadler 
and Lisa Chambers have pledged 
that they will take action to replace 
the balls - if there is still sufficient 
public support for the move after 
six months. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher said: “Most 
people now regard the balls as 
unfortunate, but acceptable.” 


The town council will still raise 
other issues with the county council 
including worries about the safety 
of pedestrians and cyclists at the 
junction, motorists ignoring the “no 
right turn” rule when leaving the 
Waitrose supermarket and who is 
responsible for maintaining the 
shrubs and trees planted around 
the junction. 


Police oppose new 
kebab shop hours 


A KEBAB shop’s bid to stay open 
until the early hours of the 
morning is facing opposition 
from the police. 

The Suffolk force has objected 
to Newmarket Kebab House’s 
application to vary its licence so 
that it can stay open until 
3.30am on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday night. 

Currently the business in 
Wellington Street has to close at 
Jam the following morning after 
Friday and Saturday night 
opening and has to shut at 
midnight on other nights. 

The kebab shop wants to vary 
its late night refreshment 
licence so that it can stay open 
until lam on Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights. 

The application is due to be 
considered by Forest Heath 
District Council’s licensing act 
sub-committee on Tuesday 
when police objections will also 
be considered. 

The force is concerned that 


later opening hours at the kebab 
shop will increase the likelihood 
of violence involving people 
leaving the town’s nightclubs 
and pubs. 

Officers have also pointed out 
that the longer opening hours 
contravene the counciFs 
cumulative impact policy which 
was introduced to restrict late 
licences in the town centre. 

A police report which has 
been submitted to the sub¬ 
committee says that there have 
been 54 violent public order 
incidents in Wellington Street 
since December, 2005 and 
around eight of the incidents 
could be directly attributed to 
the presence of the kebab shop. 

The report, by PC Alex Waller, 
stated: “This is indicative of the 
problem in that area of the town 
which extended opening hours 
will exacerbate.” 

She said the shop owners had 
not responded to previous 
crime reduction initiatives. 


List reveals richest residents getting poorer 


THE region’s richest 
residents are getting 
poorer, according to the 
Sunday Times Rich List 
for East Anglia. 
Newmarket-based 
racehorse breeder 
Kirsten Rausing is again 
first past the post. 

But although the stud 
farm owner keeps top 


spot with an estimated 
fortune of £2.5 billion, 
that figure is down £1 
billion, from last year’s 
£3.5 billion. 

Despite the fall, she 
rose five places in the 
overall UK rankings to 
equal ninth position. 

All the others in the 
regional top 20 saw 


their wealth decline, or 
remain the same. 

Father and son David 
and Richard Thompson, 
who own top racehorse 
breeding operation 
Cheveley Park Stud in 
Newmarket, are third 
richest in the area with 
£430 million, down 15 
per cent. 
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Danger driver rail 
‘hotspot’ named 


A LEVEL crossing in 
Lakenheath has been 
named a “hotspot” for 
dangerous driving. 

Network Rail says the 
Suffolk railway crossing 
had the highest number 
of drivers jumping the 
warning lights in East 
Anglia last year. 

There were 20 reported 
incidents of level misuse 
at Lakenheath in 2008 
and three potentially fatal 
near-misses with a train. 

The level crossing in Ely 
was the fifth worst in the 
region, with 11 reported 
incidents of misuse. 

Anne-Marie Batson, 
Network Rail community 
safety manager, said: 
“Drivers using Laken¬ 


heath crossing have 
unfortunately been 
responsible for a large 
number of dangerous and 
reckless incidents which 
put their own lives, and 
those of rail passengers, at 
risk. 

“Our stats show that 
this crossing falls foul of 
drivers breaking the law 
and risking their lives 
more than any other 
crossing in the Anglia 
region, so it was especially 
pleasing that we didn’t 
witness any examples of 
misuse during our recent 
visit. 

“It goes to show that the 
message is getting 
through - don’t run the 
risk.”

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Council to apply 
for £1 m hall loan

COUNCIL tax payers could be 
paying off interest on a £1 million 
loan for the next 50 years - if 
councillors decide to borrow the 
money needed to upgrade New¬ 
market's civic hall. 

Interest on the loan for High Street’s 
Memorial Hall could bring the total cost of 
repaying the cash to £2.5 million, mem¬ 
bers of the town council were told. 

The hall, nearly 100 years old, houses 
the town council’s offices and meeting 
room and is used for a range of events 
including a regular Tuesday indoor market 
and an annual Battle of the Bands contest. 

It was “inherited” nine years ago from 
Forest Heath District Council and has 
been the subject of plans for a major 
revamp since then. 

A £1.55 million plan to refurbish the hall 
suffered a blow in February when district 
councillors turned down a bid for a grant 
of £500,000 towards the work. 

Now a further approach to the district 
council has revealed that it is unlikely that 
even a smaller grant will be forthcoming. 

The town council was intending to bor¬ 
row at least £500,000 from the Public 
Works Loan board - a Government body. 

Now councillors have voted by a 
majority to apply for a £1 million loan. 

They were told that annual repayments 
of £50,000 could be met by increasing the 
town council’s share of the council tax by 7 
per cent - on top of any annual rise. 

Cllr fonathan Richer spoke against 
going for the loan. He said: “I feel at this 
time it would be wrong to put residents of 
Newmarket £1 million in debt.” 

He told a town council meeting that 
council tax payers should be given the 
chance to vote in a referendum before 
they were saddled with paying off the loan 
for the next 50 years. Cllr Richer said the 
cost of holding a postal referendum - 
£15,000 - was small compared with the 
cost of paying off the loan. 

But there was no support for his move. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said the application 
was just to see whether the council could 
borrow the cash and any decision to take 
up any loan offer would be the subject of 
further debate.

All change as Stagecoach 
takes over rival’s bus depot 


BUS firm Stagecoach is 
taking over the 
Fenstanton depot of 
local rival Whippet 
Coaches and some of its 
vehicles are already 
using the site beside the 
A14 to fill up with 
biodiesel. 

The move takes effect 
from August 1 and 
follows on from the 
proposed redevelop¬ 
ment of the current 
Stagecoach depot in 


Huntingdon. 

Whippet, which cele¬ 
brates its 90th anni¬ 
versary in the area this 
year, is moving to a new 
site on the Bucking Way 
industrial area at 
Swavesey. 

Andy Campbell, 
managing director of 
Stagecoach in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire, said: “We 
have bought it from 
August 1 and we have 
put in a biodiesel tank 


where we are filling up 
and also have washing 
facilities for the 
vehicles.” 

He said Stagecoach 
had been looking for a 
new depot for some 
time because of the 
redevelopment of the 
Huntingdon depot, but 
that sites which would 
gain planning perm¬ 
ission were difficult to 
find. 

The Whippet depot is 


a short distance away 
from the St Ives end of 
the guided bus link to 
Cambridge which opens 
later this year. 

Whippet, which has 
also been involved in 
the guided bus, has 
been in the Lee family 
for three generations, 
having been started by 
Henry Lee in 1919 using 
a former American am¬ 
bulance which became 
the first Whippet coach.

Backing town’s 
‘brave stance’

Also 
the graphic displayed at the 
exhibition is not the same as what we 
have now, they are much more 
imposing and impede vision of 
oncoming traffic. Finally, the plans in 
the Weekly News office have only 
been there since the scheme was 
already decided. 

I certainly do not congratulate Rod 
Sore. After telling the public it would 
cost £350,000, when the true cost hit 
nearer to £600,000, why did they 
decide to waste more money on 
decorative Chinese balls. 

No one is complaining about the 
Avenue improvements as they are 
just that. 

I thank Newmarket Town Council for 
its brave stance on this controversial 
subject as I am sure they were 
unaware as the public were of the 
impact of this structure.

We need more 
free parking spots 

Sir, As reported in the Weekly News, 
(‘Residents to take part in new 
parking survey’, April 16) Residents’ 
Parking Zones (RPZs) for Newmarket 
remain on Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) Conservatives’ 
agenda. The matter has been under 
consideration for some time. 

Last April the Conservative majority 
decided to spend £66,000 on yet 
another expert survey. A year later the 
experts have not even been 
appointed so when a final decision 
might be taken is anyone’s guess. 
However, should it be decided that 
RPZs are to be foisted on Newmarket 
then residents can look forward to 
paying for a chance - not a guarantee 
- that they might be able to park one 
car somewhere near their home. 
Conservative council leader Geoffrey 
laggard insists that charging council 
tax payers extra for parking near their 
homes “is not a money making 
exercise”. He is quite right. The 
£66,000 survey cost is a thumping 
great loss for a start; any RPZ fees will 
pay for wardens and other expenses 
of such a scheme. 


The purported object of the survey is 
to address the parking problems of 
Newmarket. Such matters were the 
remit of a FHDC working group of 
Newmarket councillors but this 
group was disbanded after the 
elections two years ago when the 
Conservatives lost their majority in 
Newmarket and following the 
introduction of car park charges 
which seemingly were considered to 
solve the problems. Apparently these 
fee-paying car parks are running at a 
loss. 

Newmarket needs outsiders to work 
in the town and visit and spend 
money here. Ample and free parking 
for all must surely be the way to 
continue to attract such visitors: if 
they are deterred from coming here 
Newmarket will suffer. 

I would hope that any RPZ survey 
would conclude that it is impossible 
to get a quart into a pint pot. 

It’s really so obvious that I am sure a 
FHDC Newmarket working group, in 
conjunction with the town council, 
could have arrived at the answers 
cheaper and quicker to this and 
many other Newmarket problems, 
rather than employing expensive 
experts.

Tributes paid to 
‘remarkable’ vet

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to leading animal eye 
expert Dr Keith Barnett 
who has died after a career 
spanning 60 years. 

Dr Barnett, who was 79, spent 
most of his career at the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) at Kentford, 
near Newmarket, where his work 
gained him an international 
reputation. 

The widely-respected expert, 
who knew from the age of five 
that he wanted to be a vet, had 
collapsed at the trust last month. 

Although most of his patients 
were dogs, he also worked with 
cats, horses and exotic species. 

He officially retired in 1996 but 
returned to the trust a year later 
and continued to work there 
until his death. 

He studied for his PhD at 
Cambridge University’s Depart¬ 
ment of Veterinary Clinical Stu¬ 
dies where he started a unit of 
comparative ophthalmology and 
was appointed assistant director 
of research. 

A frequent speaker at national 
and international conferences, 
Dr Barnett also wrote and con¬ 
tributed to more than 130 
scientific articles, journals and 
books. 

He received a number of 
awards including the QBE in

1993 for services to the veterinary 
profession. Last year he was 
made an honorary vice president 
of the AHT. 

He was principal examiner of 
all potential guide dogs for the 
blind and was credited with 
helping to almost eliminate here¬ 
ditary eye problems from guide 
dogs. 

Neil Ewart, of the Guide Dogs 
for the Blind Association, said: 
“Dr Barnett always showed the 
qualities of a true expert. He 
would always patiently and 
thoroughly explain his findings 
to any member of staff without 
talking down to them.” 

Dr Barnett also advised 
Newmarket-based horse vets 
Rossdale and Partners, and 


carried out work for Canine 
Partners, a charity which pro¬ 
vides assistance dogs for people 
with disabilities, where he was 
also a trustee for four years. 

Terry Knott, chief executive of 
Canine Partners, said: “A kinder, 
more articulate, professional yet 
gentle and encouraging soul 
would be hard to find.” 

Outside work, he was a keen 
collector of antiques, and also an 
art lover, favouring pieces feat¬ 
uring shire horses or dogs, part¬ 
icularly his beloved Labrador. 

During his life, he owned seven 
Labradors, a breed he was esp¬ 
ecially fond of thanks to his work 
with Guide Dogs for the Blind. 

Last summer Dr Barnett was 
diagnosed with cancer of the 
oesophagus. But he returned to 
work at the AHT after a 
programme of chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy 

An AHT spokesman described 
Dr Barnett as a “remarkable and 
wonderful man” and added: 
“Keith made an unparalleled 
contribution to canine ophthal¬ 
mology. This impact will 
continue to make a difference to 
the health of dogs for many years 
to come. 

“He will be greatly missed by 
many. Our thoughts and con¬ 
dolences are with Keith’s family 
and friends.” 

A service of thanksgiving for 
his life will be held on Thursday, 
May 7, at St Mary’s Church, Bury 
St Edmunds.

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How the missing millions are 


hurting councils 


A new report shows the East of England is 
getting a raw deal over Government funding. 
LAURA JEAN MORRIS examines how this is 
affecting the region. 



THE East of England has 
had the lowest level of 
public spending per 
head of any region in 
England for four of the 
last six years, according 
to new figures. 

Councils and public services 
in the area receive just £6,555 


per person from the Gov¬ 
ernment compared with an 
average of £7,353 for England 
as a whole. 

Particularly badly hit are 
Cambridgeshire police, with 
spending put at just 74 per cent 
of the England average, and 
council budgets for housing 
and amenity services, at just 65 


per cent of the average across 
England. 

The report was released by 
the East of England Strategic 
Authority Leaders (EESAL), a 
cross-party group made up of 
the leaders of all 11 county and 
unitary regional authorities. 

It says the lack of funding 
should also be placed into 
context with the fact that the 
area is one of only three in the 
country which paid in more to 
the Exchequer in 2006 and 
2007 than it took out. 

And after last week’s budget, 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil says it is concerned the 
squeeze on its services is only 
set to get worse. 

Jill Tuck, county council 
leader, said: “The East of Eng¬ 
land region and Cambridge¬ 
shire is one of the few parts of 
the country actually making a 
contribution to the wealth of 
the nation in the past few 
years. 

“And yet, because we are 
productive, we have been pen¬ 
alised by a Government which 
seems to be blind to the pres¬ 
sures services are under in one 


of the fastest-growing regions. 

“The situation cannot 
continue. The country is in a 
deep recession and it needs the 
relative economic strength of 
Cambridgeshire and the East 
of England to help drive the 
recovery - but that will be 
hampered if public services 
continue to get a raw deal.” 

Cllr Tony Orgee, South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
finance portfolio holder said: 
“The Government not only 
gives us inadequate support 


but also takes large amounts of 
money out of the area. 

“In the last two years, Gov¬ 
ernment has taken more than 
£21 million of council housing 
rents and this present financial 
year will take a further £12.6 
million. 

“We have a very raw deal 
from Government compared 
to so many other councils.” 

And it’s not just councils that 
have been hit by a lack of 
provision. Cllr Keith Walters, 
chairman of Cambridgeshire 


Police Authority, says the force 
needs an extra £2 million to 
help it raise levels of officers to 
the national average. 

He said: “Julie Spence and I 
made a trip down to London 
last year to ask for an extra £2 
million for investment, and we 
had a document a quarter of 
an inch thick to justify that 
request. 

“They shouldn’t just write off 
everyone in Cambridgeshire as 
Range-Rover-driving welly 
wearers.”

Ford, of Queensway, Soham, 
pleaded guilty to drink driving at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court on Thursday, 
April 23. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, 
told the bench: “It was in the early

hours of April 13 when police 
spotted Mr Ford on his mobile 
phone on a petrol station forecourt. 

“Police approached him and 
immediately smelt that he had 
been drinking so he was given an 
on-the-spot test which proved 
positive. 

“CCTV footage showed that Mr 
Ford had driven along the A142 
Fordham bypass into the garage 
and a later test at the police station 
showed he had 54 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath.” 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

But Ford, who had three points 
on his licence for a speeding 


offence, thought he was fit enough 
to drive, his solicitor Adam 
Haselhurst said. 

Mitigating, he added: “Looking 
back on it now, my client knows it 
was a foolish decision but at the 
time he felt fit enough to drive 
home. He was not driving 
erratically and the four pints he had 
at the nightclub had not really 
affected him.” 

But magistrates banned Ford for 
a total of 16 months and fined him 
£400. Dr Christine Shaw, presiding 
magistrate, also ordered him to pay 
£70 court costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Ford said he would complete a 
drink-driving rehabilitation course 
by May 2010, reducing his disqual¬ 
ification period by four months. 


£1 m bid to build more 0AP flats 


EXTRA flats for frail 
elderly people are being 
planned in an extension 
to an existing housing 
scheme set to cost more 
than £1 million. 

A further 11 flats are 
planned in a two-storey 
extension to Childwick 
House, in Howard De 
Walden Way, New¬ 
market. 

The scheme, which 
has 24 “extra care” flats 
for the elderly with 24- 
hour care staff on site, 
was the first scheme of 


its kind to be completed 
in Suffolk when it 
opened in 1996. 

The Orbit Group, 
which owns the flats, 
has now submitted an 
application for planning 
permission to Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Paul High, group bus¬ 
iness development dir¬ 
ector for the Orbit 
Group, said: “Orbit has 
worked closely with 
Suffolk County Council 
and Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council to ensure 


that this extension 
meets the needs of older 
people in Newmarket 
and further afield. 

“This scheme will 
expand our provision for 
older people in the 
town, giving them 
greater support, facil¬ 
ities and security.” 

The housing group 
may seek additional 
funding towards the 
proposals from the 
Homes and Commun¬ 
ities Agency. 

The extension will 


include 10 two-bed¬ 
room flats and one sing¬ 
le bedroom flat. 

The work planned will 
include a new glazed 
seating area for the use 
of all residents and an 
electric buggy store next 
to the main entrance. 

Discussions have alr¬ 
eady been held with 
people nearby about the 
extension which will use 
land that is already part 
of the grounds of Child¬ 
wick House.

Inspector to rule on disability 
group’s bungalow proposals 


CAMBRIDGE BED CENTRE 


PLANS to replace lock-up 
garages with three bun¬ 
galows for people with 
learning disabilities are to be 
considered by a planning 
inspector. 

The scheme, at Highwood 
Crescent, Gazeley, near New¬ 
market, has been opposed by 
residents living nearby and, 
last month, members of 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning comm¬ 
ittee said they intended to 
reject the scheme.

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‘Delight’ at 
fall in crime 


POLICE have been more 
successful in catching 
law-breakers in New¬ 
market than most of the 
other 30 neighbourhood 
areas of Suffolk during the 
past year. 

A detection rate of 45.4 per 
cent has been recorded in the 
area covered by the Newmarket 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, 
which includes the village of 
Exning. 

Only the central Bury St 
Edmunds area is better with a 
detection rate of more than 53 
per cent. 

Overall crime in the New¬ 
market police sector has drop¬ 
ped by 151 offences to 2,306 
during the 12 months to the end 
of March, Insp Simon Clifton 
told town councillors. 

He said: “It’s a very good 
result for the police in New¬ 
market and everyone who takes 
part in the tasking process.” 

Police in the town had beaten 
the target of a 32 per cent 
detection rate, he added. 

He told the council that 
crimes of violence were down 
by 90 to 649 and the detection 
rate for violence in the town was 
nearly 70 per cent. 

Drug offences were up - due 
to “pro-active” policing by 
raiding suspected dealers and 
houses used for drug pro-

duction. Figures presented to 
councillors showed 179 drug 
offences - 16 more than the 
previous year. 

He told the council that New¬ 
market had been designated as 
one of seven priority neigh¬ 
bourhoods by the Suffolk force 
which means it is given addit¬ 
ional officers to help tackle 
some of the problems - mainly 
associated with the “night-time 
economy”. 

Newmarket is part of the 
Suffolk force’s Western Area 
which has just been named the 
best-performing Basic Comm¬ 
and Unit (BCU) after the public¬ 
ation of the yearly figures. 

The area’s detection rate is 
the best of the county’s 14 BCUs 
at 36 per cent. 

Overall crime in the area, 
which includes Mildenhall, 
Bury St Edmunds and Haverhill, 
fell by 6.7 per cent to 18,579. 

Chief Supt Paul Marshall, 
area commander, said: “I am 
delighted by the reduction in 
crime and outstanding det¬ 
ection rate, putting west Suffolk 
ahead of other similar areas in 
the UK. 

“Suffolk is a safe county and 
this should help people living 
and working in the west feel 
even safer.” 


Marathon man raises 
£5k with trio of races 


FINISHING the London 
Marathon at the weekend 
marked the completion of 
the European Marathon 
Challenge for Vince Colby. 

The quantity surveyor 
from Duchess Drive, New¬ 
market completed his fund¬ 
raising challenge of running 
three marathons, in aid of 
the National Deaf Children’s 
Society (NDCS). 

Together with two work 
colleagues, he has raised 
£5,090 by finishing the 
Amsterdam marathon in 
October and Rome Marathon 
in March as well as the 
London marathon.

Front line help for county’s pensioners 


OLDER people in Cambridgeshire 
will be better looked after thanks to 
a new scheme being pioneered by 
the county council and the charity 
Age Concern, it is claimed. 

Called Cambridgeshire Home 
Shield, the aim is to make sure that 
elderly folk in need of medical or 
other help get it quickly. 

Front-line workers such as the 
police and firefighters will be able 
to pass on requests for assistance to 
social services and health experts. 

A council spokesman said: “The 


project brings together 16 organ¬ 
isations including the fire service, 
Adult Social Care, Cambridgeshire 
police, the Pension Service, Warm- 
front and the Royal British Legion. 
It is hoped that others will also play 
their part.” 

Cllr Fred Yeulett, the council’s 
cabinet member for communities, 
said: “This is a great idea designed 
to protect and support some of the 
most vulnerable members of our 
community. 

“Often people don’t know where 


to go for help, but this scheme will 
mean that their problems will get 
reported and passed on to the 
relevant organisation. 

“For example, if a trading stan¬ 
dards officer visits and discovers a 
resident needs support from Adult 
Social Care, or a fire alarm fitted, or 
even a visit from volunteers 
because they are lonely, then this 
can also be set up. 

“It really is about being proactive 
and helping vulnerable people live 
independently.”

Problem of perennial 
weeds needs action 


A nnual weeds are already 
springing up in my 
flowerbeds, but it’s the 
persistent perennial weeds that 
cause the most problems. 

While bindweed snakes its way 
through borders and up hedges, 
ground elder is emerging from 
under my neighbour’s fence and 
couch grass is appearing amid 
growing perennials and shrubs. 

In the past I’ve taken to zapping 
these difficult perennial 
nuisances with systemic 
weedkiller, which the plant 
ingests through its leaves and into 
its root system, killing it gradually 
over a week or two. 

But if you don’t want to go down 
the chemical route, is there any 
other way to get rid of these 
invasive weeds? 

“There is no easy solution to 
perennial weeds, but you can 
make your life slightly easier by 
containing the problem,” says 
plant ecologist Ken Thompson, 
senior lecturer at the University of 
Sheffield and author of The Book 
Of Weeds. 

“Assuming that the bindweed, or 
whatever, is confined to part of 
your garden, you should make 
strenuous efforts to ensure it stays 
there. Do not inadvertently move 
it around with other plants, or in 
soil or compost. 

“You can compost roots or 
rhizomes of perennial weeds 
safely, but make sure they are 
dead first: bake them; drown 
them in a bucket of water for at 
least six weeks; or beat them to a 
pulp with a hammer. 

“Another priority is speed. The 
worst perennial weeds can spread

metres in one season, so the time 
to act is now,” Thompson says. 
Persistent weeds require 
persistent action. It’s no good 
neglecting perennial weeds for a 
long time and then going at them 
like a bull in a china shop. 
“Rotavating the whole area 
generally makes it worse - every 
bit of root or rhizome will grow 
into a new plant,” he warns. 
Ground elder will be weakened 
with persistent hoeing, but that 
won’t kill it. 

The rhizomes are shallow, so 
digging them out is theoretically 
possible, although it tends to 
creep among other plants, which 
makes digging difficult. 

It is possible to dig out the 
rhizomes of couch grass, as they 
are also shallow, but use a fork, 
loosening the soil as you go, to 
pull out long, intact lengths of 
rhizome. 

Perennial nettle rhizomes are 
shallow and not very brittle, so 
can be dug out with a fork. 
Pearlwort, which is often 
mistaken for moss, is almost 
impossible to hand pull because 
bits of stem and root are always 
left behind. However, as it is so

small, it can be controlled through 
mulching and by filling vacant 
space with other plants. 

Perennial weeds usually pop up 
among flowers and shrubs, so 
hoeing is often not possible. If you 
pull up the weeds you’ll always 
leave some shoots behind and 
even when you dig out as much 
root as you can, it generally won’t 
eliminate the problem. 

“The only long-term solution is to 
remove everything - garden 
plants and weeds - from a bed or 
border and start again with clean 
soil,” says Thompson. 

It sounds drastic and it is. You can 
try digging out every piece of 
weed root and rhizome as soon as 
you see any growth appearing, or 
you can cover the soil with a 
tough layer of old carpet to block 
out light and prevent weed 
growth. 

You’ll need patience, as total 
eradication is likely to take at least 
a year. 

If you need to remove 
ornamentals that you want to 
save, remove all traces of weed 
root among the roots and 
temporarily plant them 
elsewhere. 

Once the area is weed-free, cover 
the bed with a permeable, weed¬ 
suppressing membrane and 
replant your saved plants through 
holes in it. 

“Do not be tempted to cut corners 
by laying the anti-weed 
membrane over an existing 
perennial weed problem,” warns 
Thompson. 

“The weeds will find a way out 
through the planting holes and 
more vigorous weeds will even 
come through the membrane.”

- Dicentra spectabilis (Bleeding 
heart) 

This reliable, elegant, clump- 
forming perennial bears fragile- 
looking, heart-shaped flowers 
with rose-pink outer petals and 
white inner ones, hanging from 
arching stems, in late spring and 
early summer. Its leaves are finely 
cut and fern-like and it looks good 
planted with low-growing 
companions, such as mossy 
saxifrages, hardy geraniums and 
hostas, or others providing 
interest later on in the season. 
Dicentra spectabilis likes cool, 
moist and sheltered spots and will 
grow in partial shade or sun. 
However, by keeping the ground 
moist and sheltering the plant 
from the midday sun, the flowers 
will last longer. 

D. spectabilis grows up to 90cm 
(3ft) tall and will die down 
naturally in late summer. 

If you want a smaller, more 
compact specimen growing 40- 
45cm (16-18in) high, go for 
“Snowflakes”, a variety which 
produces clusters of white flowers 
in late April, or “Bacchanal”, the 
darkest red dicentra.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


i—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

WHY UK drivers have such a 
love affair with roof-down 
motoring in the face of the 
nation’s comically inclement 
weather is another matter 
entirely, but it has brought 
Mazda great success in the 
British Isles. 

Clearly, the MX-5 has more 
than just the “stiff upper lip” 
factor going for it. It must have, to 
have achieved such phenomenal 
success worldwide as well as in 
the UK. With more than 850,000 
units sold across three 
generations worldwide, it’s the 
planet’s most popular two-seater 
convertible sports car. 

A few minutes behind the 
wheel is enough to appreciate 
why. The MX-5 is automotive fun 
in as pure a form as you’re likely 
to find in any road car, let alone 
one at this end of the price scale. 
That leaves Mazda with a bit of a 
problem when it comes to 
revising the model. Tamper too 
much and it risks spoiling the 
delightfully simplistic recipe but, 
in today’s fast-paced car industry, 
it doesn’t pay to leave a model to 
stagnate for too long, particularly 
one that’s occupied the same 
basic format for 20 years, 
however successfully. 

Wisely, the Japanese 
manufacturer has opted to play it 
reasonably safe with its face-lifted 
MX-5 model. 

Since the Roadster Coupe 
version joined the line-up in 
2006, the range has been looking 
smarter than ever. It remains, 
costing a £2,000 premium over 
the softtop version but adding 
greater refinement and giving the 
car more of a coupe feel with the 
roof up. Mazda’s claim of a 12- 
second roof deployment is no 
exaggeration, either. 


Of course, all models can be 
specified with either a hard or 
soft-top. Combined with the 
continued option of 1.8 or 2.0- 
litre engines and further boxes to 
tick for air-con, leather interior 
and a Sports pack for the 2.0-litre 
model, it leads to quite a diverse 
range. 

That diversity has taken 
another step forward with the 
addition of a six-speed paddle- 
shift automatic option for the 
higher capacity model. With the 
rev limit raised to 7,500rpm and 
revised Bilstein suspension for 
the Sport model, Mazda has 
significantly upped the fun factor. 

Using a five-speed manual 
gearbox makes it a little less 
refined on a long cruise, but for a 
B-road blast the short shift and 
precise throw will not disappoint. 
Nor will the chassis, which rides 
extremely well - particularly on 
the smaller 16-inch wheels - and 
provides a level of feedback and 
perfectly poised, confidence- 
inspiring handling that’s the 
equal of the more powerful car. 

Slightly revised front 
suspension improves the car’s 
balance through the corners, 
making it feel more agile than 
ever with a superb ability to 
change direction with speed and 
precision. Outright performance 
may not be as sharp as the larger 
engine, but the 1.8-litre engine 
still revs freely and will put a 
smile on your face. 

The revisions to the exterior 
have also lowered drag, 
increasing fuel efficiency by four 
per cent in the case of the 1.8-litre 
unit. 

Part leather and an upgraded 
six-speaker sound system with 
aux input no longer costs extra on 
the 1.8-litre model, improving 
interior quality.

Shoemark confirmed: “She is fine 
and worked very well on Monday 
morning, so we don't know where it 
has come from.” 

Betfair later disclosed the 
exchange activity to have centred 
on mainly one account holder, who 
consistently placed lay bets 
between about 5am to 8.30am on 
Monday morning. 

Rainbow View has not raced this 
season but had a public gallop at 
Newmarket’s Craven meeting. 

She is owned by George 
Strawbridge, who now also has 
Lantasia, second to Rainbow View 
in the Lillies’ Mile but an incredibly 
impressive winner of the Nell Gwyn 
Stakes. 

Strawbridge has decided to keep 
the pair apart, and Lantasia was not 
confirmed for Newmarket, with the 
Lrench 1000 a week later now her 
target. 

Coral trimmed Rainbow View to 
6-5 from 11-8 following the gallop 
reports. 

“Any rumours that all was not 
well with Rainbow View could be 
regarded as nonsense once the 
same owner’s Lantasia was taken 
out of the 1000 Guineas, and as far 
as we're concerned she will take all 
the beating on Sunday,” said their 


spokesman. The clear second- 
favourite is another unbeaten filly, 
Rae Guest’s Cheveley Park winner 
Serious Attitude, who also worked 
at the Craven meeting. 

She had a seven-furlong spin on 
Saturday and went well clear of her 
galloping companion in the closing 
stages and Newmarket-based Guest 
said: “That was her last serious 
piece and we’ll just keep her ticking 
over until the big day. It can’t come 
soon enough.” 

However, a mixed weather 
forecast will not have provided 


great comfort to Delegator’s trainer 
Brian Meehan ahead of Saturday's 
stanjames.com 2000 Guineas. 

Meehan is searching for his first 
Classic victory and looked to have 
found a prime candidate after 
Delegator confirmed positive 
gallop reports with a scorching 
display in the Craven Stakes. 

He shot straight to favourite with 
the bookmakers but Meehan has 
warned he will not compete on a 
very fast surface and will reroute 
the colt to the Lrench 2000 a week 
later if necessary. “Delegator has 


continued to work very well since 
the Craven and we were delighted 
with his last piece of work on 
Monday,” said Meehan. 

“However, we do have a real 
concern about fast ground at 
Newmarket. It is pointless risking 
him if it is too quick when we have 
the option of Longchamp and 
easier ground.”
